Brown was arrested Saturday even- 


ing upon a warrant sworn out by a 
railway official before Justice of the 
Peace George Turner. 
Though bail 


was fixed at $500, Brown was unable 
to secure his release and was confined 
in the'village prison Saturday night. 


Brown was brought to the Newark 


jail Monday afternoon. He will remain 
here until the time for his 
hearing 


next Saturday, December 22,-before 
Judge Turner at Hebron. 


It is alleged that Brown succeeded 


in getting ahead of the railway com- 
pany by collecting freight bills and 
reporting them to the company as 
unpaid. In that way he was able to 
keep up the deception so long as the 
freight business 
was increasing, as 


he paid the bills longest outstanding, 
but as the 
Christmas "season ap- 


proached and there was a gradual 
falling off in receipts he was unable 
to continue the practice. 


Brown is said to have appealed to 


various friends in Hebron for assist- 
ance, but his efforts were 
in vain, 


when the 
amount of the 
alleged 


shortage was announced. 


The accused 
agent is a widower 


whose wife died about a year ago. 
He has no children. Brown came to 
Hebron from Chauncey, 
Ohio, about 


three years ago.

FLYER HITS FREIGHT 


TRAINMEN CRUSHED 


Canton,,O., Dec. 17.-—Owing to tne 


fact that the "Flyer" on the Pennsyl- 
vania was running at a low rate of 
Speed, though late, scores of lives 
•were saved Sunday night. The Penn- 
sylvania train crashed into Wheeling 
& Lake Erie freight train No. 192, 
which was standing on the crossing, 
the "Flyer's" engine 
striking 
the 


Wheeling & Lake Erie engine. John 
Ray of Massillon, engineer on the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie was fatally in- 
jured and Fireman George Nichols 
of Massillon was 
killed. 
Brake- 


man Johnson of the same crew was 
also badly hurt. Luckily none of the 
pasesngers was, hurt, although hie 
mail car and smoker were partly dam- 
aged. The injured were taken to the 
hospital. The Wheeling & Lake Erie 
claimed the engineer of the "Flyer" 
failed to observe signals. The Wheel- 
ing & Lake Erie train had just pulled 
in from its run. 


First Sunday Under the New Law 


Quiet In Paris, but Slight Disorders 
Occurred In the Provinces—Vatican 
Issues a Statement on the Situation. 
Spanish Ambassador In Trouble. 


Rome, Dec. 17—Thousands of dem- 


onstrators friendly to France and of 
anti-Vatican tendencies gathered in 
the piazza adjoining the Farnese pal- 
ace, the seat of the French embassy, 
in an endeavor to express their pleas- 
ure at France's action toward the 
church. The whole garrison of Rome 
•was employed to face the demonstra- 
tors and protect the Vatican, which 
was surrounded by cavalry, and the 
bridges leading to the apostolic palace 
were barred by troops. 
All streets 


leading to the Farnese palace were 
protected by soldiers with fixed bayo- 
nets. The demonstrators, led by a 
dozen radical Socialists and Republi- 
can members of the chamber of depu 
ties, including Prince Borghese, after 
vainly attempting to break the cordon 
provided themselves with candles and 
formed into a mock procession, inton- 
ing the Miserere as an indication of 
the death of clericalism amidst cries 
of "Long live France," ''Long live 
Clemenceau" and "Down with the 
Vatican." Deputies Costa and Defelice 
tried to har»»<=rue the people, but the 
police interfered. 
A commission of 


the demonstrators was received by 
M. Barrere, French ambassador, who 
expressed his' appreciation for the 
sympathy of the Roman people. 


According to reports in circulation 


here the Spanish government has 
signified its displeasure to Marquis 
Ojeda, the Spaufsh ambassador ac- 
credited to the Vatican, for his action 
in communicating with the Spanish 
ambassador at Paris concerning the 
archives in the nunciature there, 
which is considered as compromising 
the neutrality that Madrid desires to 
maintain in the 
conflict 
Between 


France and the Vatican. It is expect- 
ed here that Marquis Ojeda will be 
recalled.

Colunibus, O., Dec. 17.—In a desper- 


ate fight with an alleged car burglar 
at a freight house, Detective Edward 
Dorgan, 44, was shot in the throat and 
he is in a serious condition. The 
Buooung \vas done by Isaac Bucking- 
ham, 24, a railroad brakeman, who 
was captured by Dorgan despite the 
fact that he had been wounded. The 
injured officer beat his prisoner into 
submission and it was necessary to 
take the latter to the hospital and put 
15 stitches in his head. 


Merger of Medical Colleges. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 17. — There is 


reason to believe that in the near fu- 
ture the long-talked-of amalgamation 
of Starling Medical college and Ohio 
Medical university will be effected, to 
be followed eventually by a general 
merger with Ohio State university. 
The plan has been to amalgamate the 
three, but it is found to be impracti- 
cable to effect this at once. The med- 
ical colleges will first be merged, to 
be followed by a general union after- 
ward. 


INSURANCE ELECTIONS 


New -York, Dec. 17.—The long and 


hard-fought campaign for control of 
the hundreds of millions of dollars in 
assets held by the great life insurance 
companies of New York state will 
come to an end, for the time being at 
least, with the election of officers on 
Dec. 18. Against the so-called admin- 
istration tickets, made up of the pres- 
ent officers of the companies, com- 
plete tickets named by policy-holders' 
organizations have been placed, and 
every person holding a policy in any 
of the companies will be permitted to 
register his choice, either personally 
or by proxy, when the balloting begins 
Tuesday. Elaborate arrangements for 
the elections have been made by the 
leaders of the various interests. 


Paris Quiet;. Provinces Excited. 
Paris, Dec. 17.—The serious disturb- 


ances that it was believed would en- 
sue on the first Sunday under the 
law separating church, and state, were 
not realized. The services in this city 
in particular passed off quietly. There 
was a notable increase in the size of 
the congregations, and in them were 
large bodies of men who were deter- 
mined forcibly to prevent the inter- 
ruption of masses by rowdies. There 
•were only a few cases where rowdies 
entered the churches wearing their 
hats, and they were promptly ejected 
and arrested. Reports from the prov- 
inces show that there was great ex- 
citement at many places. Large pro- 
cessions chanting psalms ^accompa- 
nied 
the clergy to and from the 


churches. 
Counter 
demonstrations 


took place in several cities, notably 
Perpignan 
and Amiens, where the 


Catholics and free-thinkers came into 
collision, necessitating interference by 
the police, who quickly dispersed the 
crowds. 


Vatican's Statement. 


Rome, Dec. 17.—A communication 


issued at the Vatican reiterates the 
previous statement given out there, 
that the object of the search of the 
archives of the nunciature at Paris 
after the expulsion of Mgr. Montag- 
nini was to diffuse false news in order 
to make the public believe that in the 
papers taken were "low insinuations 
of a money bargain for the appoint- 
ment of bishops, gambling on the 
stock exchange, etc." 
The communi- 


cation repeats the Vatican's original 
denunciation of the tactics employed 
in securing the papers. 


Longworths In Accident. 


Washington, Dec. 17.-^Representa- 


tive and Mrs. Longworth were occu- 
pants of an automobile which crashed 
into the station platform at Chevy 
Chase, a suburb. Beyond a severe 
shaking up the occupants were unin- 
jured. 
The machine was slightly 


damaged. 


Penitentiary Inquest. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 17.—A complete 


Investigation of the penitentiary will 
likely be ordered by Governor Harris. 
Institution Examiner F. C. Rochester 
will go to the penitentiary at the re- 
quest of the governor. He is to find 
tke information concerning the con- 
flict of tne restaurant, wEfcn was 
omitted in the report filed with execu- 
tive by the board of managers of the 
penitentiary. It is intimated that the 
governor's representative will spend 
more time on the books of the peniten- 
tiary than he did on the books at 
Athens. In addition to the restaurant, 
the governor has received complaints 
through, official channels that the con- 
tract labor laws are being violated.

New 
York, Dec. 17.—Archbishop 


John M. Farley of Xew York gave out 
the following statement on the church 
and state controversy in France: 


"The situation created by the new 


law of separation, which is the cause 
of the present crisis in France, is as 
if, for iiibtance, ihe legislature of Xew 
York were to enact laws compel!,ng 
the trustees of the Trinity church cor- 
poration, under the penalty of confis- 
cation, to give their consent to the 
alienation of all its vast property to 
other uses than those for which it was 
intended, and to transfer its adminis- 
tration and control to the people, who 
might either belong to rival denomina- 
tions or even profess atheism. It is 
inconceivable to the American people 
that "the legislature of Xew York, or 
indeed of any other state of this great 
and free republic, should enact any 
such laws of virtual spoliation. Yet 
that is precisely what the French 
government has done. 


"In a word, the new law requires of 


the church the alienation of all its 
property to boards of laymen, in the 
selection of which it has virtually no 
voice; this board to have full and per- 
fect controf, not only over the funds, 
but even over the religions edifices 
and over the exercise of divine wor- 
ship its°lf, independent of pope, bish- 
ops and canon law. The property at 
stake consists of aboiit rso.OOO church- 
es (of which loss than :;00 have boon 
built with the aid of state or munici- 
pality), and the property accumulated 
by means of endowments and legacies 
during the last hundred joars, since 
the last confiscat'on of cliuvch prop- 
erty at the tim° of the great revolu- 
tion, ancl amounting to considerably 
over $100,000.000.
